6. Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 19, line 12 
recites "... the checked-out wherein the". The other lines of the claim and 
throughout the claims recite "checked out". This is inconsistent with the other claims. 
Appropriate correction is required.

7. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because The lines and text are to dark and "RAM 25" is missing from figure 
1 ; fig. 2, reads "DB200" and in the Specification element "200" is referenced as 
"database 200", "SP Binary Stream" is referenced as "stored procedure", "SS 202" is 
referenced as "SCC System"; fig. 3, elements "300", "302", and "314" are referenced in 
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the Specification as "SCC system", element "304" is referenced as "stored procedure 
stream", element "310" is referenced as "user asked to select", and element "312" is 
referenced as "database"; and fig. 4, element "402" is referenced in the Specification as 
"SCC".
